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Abortion Questions Answered: 
By R. R. BIRCH, Cornell Veterinary Experiment Station 


What is the cause of Bang abortion disease? Bang 

l abortion disease is caused by a specific germ, known 

® asthe Bang bacillus, discovered in 1896 by Professor 
B. Bang of Denmark. 

2. Are there other causes of abortion? Yes. There 
are several other germs that sometimes cause abortion, 
but none of these has been shown to cause regularly a 
large number of abortions in the same herd, and none has 
been shown to be readily transmissible under natural 
conditions. Taken collectively, these germs cause many 
abortions, but in most herds in which abortions are fre- 
quent the Bang bacillus is the cause of most of them. 
There is good evidence that violent falls or injuries oc- 
casionally cause abortion, but this is regarded as very 
exceptional. 

3. How does Bang abortion disease cause loss to breed- 
ers? By causing many abortions and the birth of weak 
calves; by reducing the milk yield; by causing fetal re- 
tained membranes, placentitis, and sterility; by doing in- 
jury to udders; by reducing the sale value of all animals 
in the herd. These collective losses frequently become 
so heavy that the breeder becomes discouraged and sells 
his entire herd. He frequently maintains it at a loss for 
a long time before he is forced to sell. 

4. How is Bang abortion disease introduced into 
herds? Usually by adding an infected animal from anoth- 
er herd. As a rule this is a female. Occasionally a bull 
with Bang bacilli localized in the genital tract is a very 
dangerous spreader. 

5. How is the disease spread within the herd? By in- 
fected animals, known as spreaders, that eliminate the 
germ from their bodies. Infected cows spread the germs 
in the discharges from the uterus, and are particularly 
dangerous to their associates near the time when they 
abort or calve; they frequently spread them through the 
milk. Calves that drink milk containing the germs are 
spreaders, temporarily, because the germs sometimes pass 
unharmed through the calf’s digestive tract. Some bulls 
with the germs localized in the genital organs eliminate 
them in the seminal fluid. Females readily become in- 
fected by taking up the germs through the mouth. Those 
artificially infected by being fed cultures of the Bang 
bacillus usually start to react to the blood test in from 
three to eight weeks following the date of infection, and 
abortions occur in from thirty days to several months fol- 
lowing the time of infection. It is not definitely known 
how bulls become infected. 

6. Do calves contract Bang abortion disease? Calves 
very infrequently contract permanent infection. One of 
the surest methods of establishing a clean herd (one free 
from Bang abortion disease) is to separate the calves from 
the infected herd shortly after weaning time, and thus 
give them a chance to overcome the infection before they 
reach breeding age. 

7. What disinfectants will kill the Bang bacillus?

Any of the standards disinfectants. A 1 per cent com- 
pound cresol solution is excellent for this purpose. 

8. Is raw milk containing Bang bacilli dangerous to 
man? It has been clearly shown that the Bang bacillus 
sometimes causes in man a prolonged fever resembling 
Malta fever. Sometimes this is mild but at other times 
it is exceedingly severe and lasts several months. The 
histories available on the numerous cases studied show 
quite conclusively that some of these follow the drinking 
of raw milk containing Bang bacilli. Inasmuch as raw 
milk from a great many dairies contains Bang bacilli, 
and relatively few persons become infected by drinking 
it, the evidence is that man for the most part is not sus- 
ceptible to this infection. 

9. When the Bang bacillus occurs in milk does pas- 
teurization of the milk destroy it? Yes, provided the pas- 
teurization is carefully done. The methods which kill 
tubercle bacilli are effective in killing the Bang bacillus 
as well. 

10. What is the agglutination test and how is it made? 
The agglutination, or blood test, is a development of re- 
cent years and depends on the power of the blood serum of 
infected cows to cause Bang bacilli floating in a weak 
salt solution to clump and fall to the bottom of the test 
tube containing the bacteria in suspension. The blood 
serum of normal cows will sometimes cause this clumping 
if relatively large quantities of it are employed. but ex- 
ceedingly small quantities of the serum of infected cows 
will cause it. This clumping occurs after the suspension 
of bacteria, with blood serum added, is incubated several 
hours. 

11. What constitutes a reaction to the agglutination 
test? The relative quantity of blood serum required to 
cause the clumping, or agglutination, just described, of 
the Bang bacilli, is the determining factor. One part of 
the blood serum of normal cows added to 20 or even to 
40 parts of the suspension of the bacilli may cause them 
to agglutinate. When one part of the serum to 80 causes 
the agglutination, determinations show that the cow usu- 
ally is infected. In other words agglutinations in dilutions 
at 1:20 and 1:40 usually do not denote infection. Those 
at 1:80 or higher practically always are caused by infec- 
tion with the Bang bacillus. 

12. How are doubtful reactors handled? Doubtful 
cases, those showing complete agglutination at 1:40 and 
only partial agglutination at 1:80 (females) may remain 
in a clean herd pending another test, provided they are 
not pregnant. Pregnant cows showing doubtful reactions 
should not remain in association with clean pregnant cows 
because there is danger that they may abort, or calve, 
and spread the disease to others. All doubtful cases 
should be retested until they are definite reactors or until 
the reaction falls below the danger line (1:80). The 
primary test does not interfere with the accuracy of re- 
tests as is often the case with the tuberculin test for 
tuberculosis. 

13. Is the agglutination test reliable? The agglutina- 
tion test is exceedingly accurate when it is made and in- 
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terpreted by experienced men. In detecting animals that 
are carriers of the Bang bacillus it is as accurate as is 
the tuberculin test in detecting tuberculous animals. Fail- 
ures to understand the test rather than deficiencies in the 
test itself are responsible for most of the objections raised 
against. it. It is not a perfect test but it is sufficiently 
accurate to serve as a basis for freeing herds of Bang 
abortion disease. 

14. Do all cows that abort react to the agglutination 
test? No. Some abortions are not caused by the Bang 
bacillus; a few cows fail to react at the time they abort 
as a result of Bang bacillus infection, but will react if 
retested thirty days later; and very exceptionally an in- 
fected cow will fail to react for a long time even though 
she is a carrier of the Bang bacillus. 


15. Do all cows abort that react to the agglutination 
test? No. The agglutination test detects the carriers of 
the Bang bacillus (those with the germs actually present, 
or localized, in their bodies) but some of the carriers do 
not actually abort. They may calve prematurely or at 
full term and spread the bacillus to their associates. The 
recently-infected cow that calves at term is almost as 
certain to be a spreader at calving time as is the cow that 
actually aborts. The fetal membranes, the discharges 
from, the uterus, and the exterior of the calf itself carry 
Bang bacilli. 

16. Does each infected cow react in the same degree in 
successive tests? No. Infected cows almost always re- 
act in dilutions at or above 1:80 but there is considerable 
fluctuation in successive tests. 

17. Does the blood of each clean cow agglutinate in 
the same degree in successive tests? No. There is con- 
siderable fluctuation but almost always clean cows show 
agglutinations ranging between none whatever and 1:40. 

18. Do sudden changes occur from the agglutinations 
that denote clean animals to those that denote infected 
animals? Yes. When an animal showing no reaction 
whatever becomes infected she may change in a short 
time to a very high reactor. Usually this accurs in from 
three to eight weeks following the date of infection but 
the interval in some cases is longer. 

19. Do sudden changes occur from the agglutinations 
that denote infection to those that denote clean animals? 
Sudden changes from high reactions to none at all are 
very rarely recorded and probably they are caused by 
errors in the technique of the test itself. or by errors in 
numbering blood samples. When a definite high reaction 
disappears it is usually a very gradual process involving 
months or years. Doubtful reactors, or those that react 
in low dilution, (near 1:80) often cease rather suddenly 
to react further, particularly if they are below breeding 
age, or are not pregnant. 

20. Does the test fail to detect infected animals? 
Sometimes the infected cow in the early stages of the 
disease may fail to react, and an exceptional one may be 
tardy in developing a reaction. 

21. Is more than one test required, and how often 
should the test be repeated? A single high reaction 
means that the animal is infected and will probably re- 
main infected a long time, or indefinitely. Frequent re- 
testing of such animals is not necessary. Cows that test 
clean and those in the doubtful class, especially individ- 
uals that have been in association with reactors, require 
frequent retests, once every month or two, until there 
is reasonable assurance that they are clean. When once 
a clean herd is established, provided no animals from out- 
side sources are being added to it, a test once or twice 
a year usually is sufficient. Individual circumstances must 
determine the necessity for retests. 

22. Is it safe to purchase cows on the basis of aggluti- 
nation test? No breeder can afford to purchase valuable 
cows or bulls without the information that the agglutina- 
tion test will give him. Two very common and disastrous 
errors are made in purchasing on individual test: First, 
a breeder may purchase non-reacting cows from a herd 
in which there are reactors. Some of these may be actu- 
ally infected but not yet reacting. They will later react 
and probably will abort and spread the infection in his 
herd. This danger is particularly great when pregnant 
cows are purchased. Secondly, a breeder may purchase 
clean cows from a herd in which there are no reactors 
and place them in his own herd which, unknown to him, 
contains reactors. The purchased animals may contract 
the infection from the unsuspected reactors and disaster 
may follow. The breeder then loses all confidence in 
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the agglutination test. Purchasing from clean herds, 
as determined by the agglutination test, for additions to 
clean herds, as determined by the same test, is a rela- 
tively safe procedure, but purchasing from clean herds 
to recruit untested herds or herds known to contain re. 
actors is not recommended. The agglutination test used 
intelligently is an exceedingly valuable aid in the pur. 
chase of cattle, but it is frequently abused and discreq.- 
ited by those who do not understand it. 


23. On the initial tests, are many clean herds found? 
Yes. Many small herds contain no reactors and a few 
large ones are free from the infection. Almost invariably 
these herds are owned by breeders who raise their own 
animals and who do not purchase habitually. 


24. How may a breeder know that his herd is clean? 
By applying the agglutination test and in no other way. 
The mere fact that there have been no recent abortions 
in a herd does not deny the presence of reacting individ. 
uals which may spread the infection. 


25. How may a breeder protect a clean herd? By 
raising his own animals just as far as possible; by dis- 
continuing all outside breeding; by purchasing only from 
herds that test clean, when it is absolutely necessary to 
purchase; by purchasing unbred heifers and open cows 
in preference to pregnant ones; by testing his herd once 
or twice a year; and by handling every abortion as though 
it were known to be caused by the Bang bacillus. 

26. In case an abortion occurs in a clean herd how 
should the cow be handled? The cow should be removed 
from the barn before any of the others are released from 
the stanchions. The fetus and fetal membranes should be 
burned and the soiled stall and gutter thoroughly soaked 
with disinfectant. If the cow retains her placenta she 
should be placed under the care of a trained veterinarian. 
In general terms she should not be returned to the herd 
for four weeks, and the period should be prolonged in 
case of persistent discharge. In no case should she be 
returned to the herd until a blood sample, which has been 
drawn at least 30 days following the date of abortion, has 
been tested clean. As far as the cow herself is concerned 
it is poor policy to breed her in less than four months 
following any serious genital disease. 

27. Should a breeder who has had no abortion in his 
herd in recent years test his cattle? Yes. The herd may 
contain a few chronic reactors capable of spreading the 
infection; and these can be eliminated with little or no 
loss. Removing such animals from a herd may prevent 
very great loss in subsequent years. The modern breeder 
must know the condition of his herd as a basis for handl- 
ing it intelligently. Even if he does not remove the re- 
actors he at least can know where the greatest danger 
lies, and he can take special precautions with reacting 
cows at calving time. 

28. How can a breeder maintain a clean herd when 
the herds of his neighbors are infected? The danger 
from neighboring herds is greatly exaggerated. If fences 
are good, if clean and infected animals do not actually 
run together, and if outside bulls are not admitted to the 
clean herd, herd to herd infection will not usually be a 
serious problem. 

29. How may a breeder dispose of reacting cows? 
He may sell them for beef and we believe he should be 
allowed to sell them as reactors, to men whose herds 
consist largely of reactors. Because of resistance which 
she has acquired, the chronic reactor that will conceive, 
is worth more to place in a badly infected herd than is 
a clean cow. It is of very great advantage to the owner 
of the herd containing a limited number of reactors to be 
able to sell them. and they are worth more to the owner 
of a badly infected herd than clean cows are worth. The 
proper guidance and understanding of such sales would 
enable many breeders to free their herds of reacting 
cows and would furnish the best sourse of supply for the 
owners of reacting herds who are compelled to purchase. 
Selling of reactors and aborting cows for breeding pur- 
poses without informing the purchaser of the facts cannot 
be too strongly condemned. 

30. Should a breeder whose herd contains many re- 
actors purchase clean cattle? No. There is no object in 
doing so. Usually the clean cows will become infected. 
A chronic reactor somewhat tolerant to the disease; 
one that will conceive when bred, is the safest animal to 
add to such a herd. 

31. In case a breeder is not ready to test, what meas-

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How One Association Functions 


Ohio’s State Organization A Model of Service and Financial Stability 
As Outlined in the Annual Report of I. D. HADLEY, Field Secretary 


HIS is my 5th annual report to you and it will be 
T taken up under similar headings of my other reports. 
| will touch on Holstein conditions in the state, offer 
some suggestions that I think would help if followed in 
the future as well as to report on the work carried on dur- 
ing the year. 
MEMBERSHIP. Membership is one of the most im- 
portant things in the Association. Size of membership 
js not the most important thing but size and quality are 
absolutely necessary for the best work. On January Ist, 
this year, we had a membership of 622 and they were 
herd owners and breeders of Holstein cattle or in a few 
cases men who had been breeders of cattle and still 
maintained an interest in the breed. This is a quality 
membership, not as large as Ohio should have but large 
enough for good work and the number seems to be quite 
constant. We believe the number could be increased to 
quite an extent without decreasing the quality. 1930 
is the regular membership year as this has been coming 
every third year. This does not mean as much as it 
formerly meant for in the past our memberships prac- 
tically all expired every third year which meant that 
500 to 600 people had to be solicited that year and re- 
signed. This year found us with 319 expiring member- 
ships leaving about 250 expiring in 1931 and 100 in .982. 
This relieves some of the third year anxiety and also 
lessens the expense of a membership campaign. We are 
not afraid of losing the old members who are still breed- 
ing cattle. They will continue but we are anxious to 
welcome a number of new members into the Association. 


MEETINGS. The ninth annual meeting of the Asso- 
ciation was held at the State University, Thursday, 
Feb. 7, 1929. 23 counuties were represented. 

One general meeting in the form of a banquet was 
held at time of the State sale in May. About 150 were 
present. We wish more of our members could get out 
to our general meetings. 


There were two meetings of the Officers and Directors 
during the year. Ten were present at the Columbus meet- 
ing in Feb., and fourteen of the 16 members were present 
at the Dec. meeting in Cleveland. 

There were four meetings of the executive committee 
during the year, three in Cleveland and one in Wooster. 

A number of local club meetings were held that I 
could not attend but I attended 17 of these meetings 
which had a total attendance of 580. I attended the 
Dairyman’s picnic at Maumee during the summer. The 
Maumee Valley Holstein Club co-operated with the N. W. 
Co-operative Milk Association in this picnic and put on 
a good Holstein show. A conservative estimate of 2,000 
attended this picnic. 

The State Association co-operated in putting on the 
State Dairymans picnic in Aug. at the Experiment Station. 
The estimated attendance was 3,000. 

The summer season was unusually bad for tours and 
picnics due to weather conditions and work on the farms. 


I was a delegate to the National meeting at Philadel- 
phia in June. 


LOCAL CLUBS. We can still report 17 local clubs. 
The clubs that were going strong a year ago are going 
stronger today, the weak clubs of a year ago are still 
weak. 

A strong local club means that some local man or 
men must devote some time and attention to the work. 
Some definite work should be in the program. The fact 
that some clubs can hold 3 or 4 well attended and profit- 
able meetings every year and carry on some definite 
work, continues to give us encouragement along this 
line. If one club can do it others certainly can and we 
live in hopes that more men will be found that are will- 
ing to give more attention to this work. We can notice 
the progress made in the communities where there is a 





live club. We hope to have opportunity to help more 
with these inactive clubs. 

CALF CLUBS. We are encouraged over the progress 
and future prospects of the calf club work. A few of our 
locals featured this work last year and a larger number 
appropriated prize money for club calves at local or 
County Fairs. This is money well spent. 

Calf club work that had been started in Erie County 
two years ago, was interrupted last year when the County 
Agent left, but the Agricultural teacher of the Milan 
High School was pointed out as a man who might fo 
on with this work. It was getting late and some of the 
boys had quit when we first talked with this man but 
he consented to help and arranged for a calf club show 
to be held in connection with their Agricultural Fair at 
the High School, in Oct. The Erie Co. Holstein Club 
donated prize money and put up a loving cup to be 
awarded to the best Holstein heifer or calf. The busi- 
ness men also helped with prize money. 8 Holsteins 
were shown which was not a large number but it made 
a good show and, opened the way for something better 
another year. 

Trumbull Co. Holstein Club in their anual meeting 
honored in a fine way the club boys and presented 9 of 
them with Jr. membership certificates in the Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America. 


Geauga Co. Holstein Club had the club boys as spe- 
cial guests at their annual meeting. 


Other club are going to feature this work more. 

We have also noticed a great improvement at some 
of the County Fairs in the condition of the club calves 
and we found better trained showmen with the calves. 


OFFICIAL AND HERD TEST. We have 37 breeders 
in the state doing semi-official testing in the 305- and 365- 
day division. We have 27 herds in the Herd Improvement 
Registry, a total of 601 cows. We are urging our pure- 
bred breeders to go into this herd test and those who 
are now in C. T. A. to let the C. T. A. Tester do the 
testing. Some are doing this but many, while planning 
to go in at some future time, are hesitating. Some who 
have never done any testing of any kind are afraid their 
herd average will not compare well with the other herd 
averages of the country. They are forgetting that the 
greater value to them is in finding the unprofitable and 
the profitable cows and the getting rid of the unprofitable. 


We are also convinced that many would find their 
herds ranking well up with the other herds of the coun- 
try if they would go into this Herd Test. We don’t be- 
lieve the new testing rules with a-dry milking should 
interfere with the C. T. A. arrangement. Two breeders 
could use the tester three days each month or a group 
could easily work out an every other month arrangement. 


The commercial value of testing when it come to the 
sale of cattle is brought out in our sales and will be 
taken up later. 


SHOWING CATTLE. We believe more Holsteins and 
a better lot of Holsteins were shown at the County Fairs 
last fall than usual. This was true at a number of the 
fairs I attended and reports from other fairs indicate 
this to be true. In a very few instances we have found 
den that were showing cattle that were out of condi- 
tion and decidedly off-type. The showed because there 
was no competition and they won premiums. This prac- 
tice should cease. We believe Judges would do a favor 
to all concerned, even the owner of the cattle, if he 
would refuse to place such animals. 


The showing of Ohio cattle at the State Fair was not 
up to usual numbers. Mahoning and Seneca Counties 
showed county herds, winning in the order named. Cattle 
from these two counties and the Firestone herd were 
the only \Ohio cattle except club heifers. Quality was 
good. 
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So far we have been unsuccessful in getting a State 
class for Holsteins at the fair. This has been very dis- 
appointing to many. We worked hard for this class last 
year, met with the secretary and members of the State 
Board of Agriculture and tried to convince them of the 
need of this class but lack of money and the setting a 
precedent which they might have to follow for other 
classes of livestock and which they felt would be impos- 
sible to follow, was their excuse. Your Board at its De- 
cember meeting authorized me to present a proposition 
to the Fair Management that we would put up as much 
additional money as we were asking them to put up on 
this class for another year. This would make $800 for 
an Ohio class including the County Class on a somewhat 
smaller scale than the County Class has been here-to-fore. 
I have made such a proposition and the Management 
has that under consideration at the present time. 

Should we get this class it will be because we have 
made strong predictions that it will bring out our State 
cattle and we can never expect to hold the class, long, 
unless you make our prediction come true by bringing 
out the cattle. 

SALES. We have sent out 20 inquiry lists during the 
year, a total of 380 inquiries. This is one more list and 
four more inquiries than the previous year. In addition 
to the regular inquiry list we have started the listing 
of cattle that members have for private sale and this 
list will go out with the other list. We will not go into 
detail in this list by giving discription or pedigree of 
these cattle but will simply mention the fact that these 
cattle are for sale, and those interested in buying can 
write the seller for details. 

We have managed 14 public sales during the year 
selling a total of 575 head of pure breds for a total of 
$125,580.50, an average of $218 per head. This includes 
everything catalogued. Of this number 100 were bulls 
which sold for an average of $195 per head. Young calves 
not catalogued figured with their dams. This average 
is $16 higher than our sale average for 1928 on about 
the same number of cattle. 





Our State sale in May led all other State sales of the 
year and of the 79 sales listed in the Holstein-Friesian 
World for the year, this sale took 6th place. The 104 
head sold for an average of $337. This was a select lot 
of cattle and the consignors to the sale did a great piece 
of advertising for themselves and for the State in letting 
these cattle go. 

We held a dispersal sale in June where we sold 51 
head for an average of $323. This included 9 bull calves, 
9 heifer calves and 10 open yearling heifers. Many things 
entered into the success of this sale but the greater 
credit must be given to a well bred herd sire out of a 
good individual 1,200-lb. year record dam, selling with 
35 of his sons and daughters, 5 of the daughters milking 
heavy at the time as Jr. two-year-olds, and vounger daugh- 
ters appearing as good future prospects.

We sold about $10,000. (9,919.10) worth of grades and 
other property. 

Individuality was in demand in all our sales but when 
production records were present competition among buy- 
ers was very keen. The majority of our record animals 
were good individuals. A summary of the sales with the 
cattle classed according to production records brings out 
the value of these records:

In making up this summary we have not included any 
animal in more than one class. If a cow had a year rec. 
ord and a 7-day record she was placed in the year record 
class; if she had a 7-day record and was out of a year 
record dam she was placed in the 7-day record class only. 
We did not make a class for untested cows out of 7-day 
record dams but in the few instances where we had such 
a cow she was placed in the class of untested dams. 

With these out of this group it would scarcely change 
the average of that group. We sold 9 open heifers, calves 
and yearlings, out of long time record dams which we 
are not listing in this summary because the number is so 
small and two of these sold for $975 and $525 which gives 
an average too high to mean much for any comparison. 

Records do pay when it comes to selling cattle and 
at the small cost of testing at present and especially in 
the herd test, we believe more should take up this work. 

PUBLICITY. Publicity during the year has been ecar- 
ried on in about the same manner as in the previous year, 
We carried a quarter page Ad in the Holstein-Friesian 
World and an inch Ad in the Dairy Farmer up until the 
merger of the latter with Successful Farming. The World 
Ad will be continued and the Board has authorized an 
inch Ad in Hoard’s Dairyman each issue for the coming 
year. Our sale advertising carried in the Breed, Farm 
and the local papers over the State also gives us a lot of 
good publicity. 

Our booth at the State Fair was headquarters for 
Holstein folks and greater interest was manifested than 
in former years. 

I have driven 19,200 miles during the year, made 500 
farm visits. This is more mileage and a fewer number 
of tarm visits than in 1928. I worked more in the less 
populated Holstein territory during the months of July 
and August which helps to account for this. 

We have tried to be prompt with our correspondence 
in the office but my being out of the office so much makes 
it impossible to be right up with this each day or for 
several days at times. Our 1929 letter file does show 
more correspondence than usual. 

We had to change office secretaries during the year 
which is the first time in the 10 years of this Associa- 
tion but the present secretary is filling the place in a 
fine way and we can serve you at the office as well as 
ever. Write us more often, call at the office whenever 
you are in Cleveland, give us information concerning 
Holstein developments in your territory, and we will ap- 
preciate any suggestions which you think might help in 
the work we are interested in.

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The Election 


N another page in this issue, we present the list of 
O delegates elected for the Denver Convention, as re- 
ported by the Committee on Elections, which count- 
ed the ballots at Brattleboro, last week. The number of 
nominations this year was the greatest in the history of 
the Association under the delegate system, and the large 
vote cast in this election indicates the continued wide- 
spread interest breeders are taking in the affairs of the 
Association. 

The results of the election, as in previous years, demon- 
strates that in general, it is the older and better known 
breeders who receive the most votes, a natural result, 
particularly in the large states, where many of the mem- 
bers voting have a personal acquintance with a relatively 
small proportion of the candidates. 

This condition doubtless makes for conservatism and 
stability, a situation by no means undesirable in an Asso- 
ciation of the size and nature of ours. 

The principal objection we can see from this procedure 
is the tendency to elect the candidates who have formerly 
been active in the affairs of the breed, but who have now 
retired from active participation in them, and who are thus 
not as closely in touch with the needs of the present sit- 
uation as breeders and others who are still actively con- 
nected. 

With the Association paying the railroad fare of dele- 
gtes to the conventions, there is an undoubted obligation 
on the part of every delegate to give serious attention to 
every problem presented for solution and to reflect as ac- 
curately as possible, the views of the members at home 
whom he represents. 

We note a growing practice, which should be developed 
still further, of holding summer meetings of the various 
state and local breeders clubs throughout the nation at 
which the delegates from those localities may render an 
accounting of their stewardship in the way of a first hand 
report of the convention proceedings. 

This is the ninth convention to be held under the dele- 
gate system. With the continued rapid growth of the 
Association year by year, the expense to the Association 
is constantly increasing. This in itself is not alarming 
but it is only sound business to adopt all possible measures 
to increase proportionately the value which the Associa- 
tion and the industry may secure from this sound method 
of conducting its affairs. The suggestion above we be- 
lieve would be most effective and in harmony with this 
sound principle. 


Too Little Testing 


NSPECTION of many sale catalogs reveals the fact that 
| in a large proportion of the present-day offerings, we 
are paying the penalty of the decreased amount of test- 

ing work that breeders have been doing in recent vears. 
Where records on the immediate dams are found in an in- 
creasing proportion of the cases, they are moving back 
several generations. The trend in relation to the offering 
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of cows with some sort of production record, is indicated 
by the following analysis of the sales during the past five 
years. In 86 sales in 1925, 48 1/10% of the females of 
milking age offered were untested; in 1926, the figure wag 
48 6/10%; in 1927, 50%; in 1928, 64 8/ 10%, and in 1929 
moves back to 63%. 

The offering of cows whose only records are in the 7. 
day official division, is likewise of interest. In 1925, among 
ali the cows of milking age offered in the sales analyzed, 
14.5% had 7-day records, in 1926 this figure a. to 
13.1%, in 1927, 10%, in 1928, 6.5%, and in 1929, 5%. A 
rather striking indication of the lessened interest whieh 
Holstein breeders are taking in this form of test. This 
trend, however, has not been reflected in the average 
prices paid for cows with 7-day records above the prices 
for untested cows from untested dams. This differentia] 
was $80.90 in favor of the cows with 7-day records in 1929, 
as compared to a five-year average differential of $88.61, 
the year 1927 showing the greatest differential of $154.95, 
a figure far in excess of any of the years either preceding 
or following it in this compilation. 

Cows with semi-official records during this five-year 
period average to sell for a premium of $296.55 higher than 
the untested cows from untested dams sold during the 
same period, the year 1929 being higher than any of the 
preceding years in this study except for 1927 which pre- 
sented an abormally high figure through a number of sen- 
sational herd dispersals held this year in which more 
than the usual number of high record cows were sold at 
long figures. The trend of percentages shows 1929 with 
9%, exceeded only by 1927 with 12%, the intervening year 
of 1928 dropping to 6.5%, which was exceeded in both 1926 
and 1925, 7.7% and 8.2%, respectively. 

The buying public is willing to pay and pay liberally for 
proven production along with satisfactory type. A safe 
and sane program for the business breeder is to get the 
facts on the production of his whole herd through the 
medium of the Herd Test, culling out the poorer producers 
and putting himself in a position to take advantage of the 
maiket demand by making semi-official long-time records 
on the better producers of satisfactory type. There ig 
no investment in herd management which the Holstein 
herd owner can make that will pay him dividends com- 
parable to such a program as this. The investment is not 
prohibitive, testing classifications are arranged with great 
flexibility to meet the convenience of all classes of 
breeders. 

Don’t dismiss the thought as just something that is 
good for the other fellow—and if you are in doubt as to 
the program you should adopt for your own herd, submit 
your problem to Supt. Norton, who will cheerfully give 
it the benefit of his experience and judgment.

OR our cover illustration this week, we have selected 
F a picture of the famous show ring winner and cham- 
pion producer, Side Hill Ormsby Segis 786216. In 
nine-year-old form, this famous cow is now making the 
largest record of her career. We had expected that her 
figures on short-time test for this lactation would be avail- 
able for publication at this time, but she continues to in- 
crease so consistently that her owners, Firestone Farms, 
Akron, Ohio, are not yet ready to release the figures. We 
can only say, therefore, that her best one day’s milk pro- 
duction to date in this test is 149.3 lbs. and that a very 
sensational announcement will be forthcoming in the near 
future. 

This record now in progress as a nine-year-old is by no 
means the first bid of Side Hill Ormsby Segis to fame. 
Bred by Ezra Bloomer, Jr., Monroe, Wis., she first made 
her reputation in the herd of John R. Logan & Son, 
Seward, Illinois. In this herd, she made a record as a 
junior four-year-old of 27.14 lbs. butter, 692.7 lbs. milk. 
At this age, she won first prize in the four-year-old class 
at Illinois State Fair in 1925. As a five-year-old, she in- 
creased her record to 38.56 lbs. butter, 941.6 lbs. milk in 
7 days. 3,910.6 lbs. milk, 159.3 lbs. butter in 30 days, these 
milk records being the highest for the United States in 
both divisions. She was continued through the year in 


Class B (three-time milking), making records of 1,144.07 
lbs. butter, 27,419.6 lbs. milk, breaking the then existing 
records of both milk and butter in this classification, al- 
though being handicapped by being carried over a hard 
show circuit while the test was in progress. Her winnings 
included first at Wisconsin State Fair and second at the 
Waterloo Dairy Cattle Congress during this period. As an 
eight-year-old, she made another record of 35.17 lbs. but- 
ter, 788.7 lbs. milk and last July was sold by Logan & Son 
in the National Type Sale at Minneapolis, for the top 
price of $5,100, the purchasers being her present owners, 
Firestone Farms. With the Firestone show herd last fall, 
she was successful over an extended circuit. She was 


grand champion at West Virginia State Fair and Kentucky 
State Fair: also first prize A. R. Cow at the Pacific Inter- 
national and the Pacific Slope Dairy Show. 

Side Hill is a daughter of King Segis Johanna Ormsby, 
famous prize winner with the Galloway-Messer show herd, 
back in the period around 1916. He was by King Segis 
Pontiac Combination from a 26-lb. sister to Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby. Side Hill’s dam is an untested granddaughter of 
King Pieter from Homestead-bred cow. Congratulations 
are due Firestone Farms on the ownership of such a 
phenomenal producer of such cceptable type.

STAY WITH GOOD DAIRY PRACTICES 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Of course we want to advise the elimination of the 
scrub cow and of the aged cow; but it does not follow that 
there isn’t a good opportunity right now for the farmer 
keeping, feeding and milking his good cows. 
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Those of us who know how difficult it is to avoid bring- 
ing in disease when we have to go out and buy new cows 
| think will agree that it is good advice to urge the farmer 
to hold on to all the good cows he has, breed better ones, 
feed liberally, and produce good quality milk and cream. 

We are stimulating a demand for very much larger 
quantities of milk, cream, butter and cheese and, in my 
estimation, we probably will continue to get as satisfactory 
returns from dairying as from any other branch of farm- 
ing. 

I believe that we would make a mistake if we followed 
the advice of some economists who have recommended 
drastic reduction in the number of dairy cattle and dis- 
continuance of liberal feeding. It seems to me that now 
is just good a time as ever to stress the importance of 
good feeding.

BUYERS NOT EXPLICIT ENOUGH 

Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

In your last issue there was an article signed ‘‘South- 
ern Dairyman” Kentucky, headed “The Bull Problem”. 

The “Southern Dairyman” goes on to say that he 
bought a calf that was everything other than what he 
expected and my opinion is, based on dozens of letters that 
I have had in the past six or eight years, that he didn’t 
tell the seller what he wanted. 

The difficulty that confronts the average buyer is that 
he does not know the herd that he is buying from, or the 
individual he is dealing with, though he has a right to ex- 
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pect very fair dealing and I am sure that the average 
breeder expects to give satisfaction. If the prospective 
buyer would be explicit regarding the kind of a bull that 
he wants, setting forth the limit of price that he would 
pay, any good breeder ought to, and undoubtedly would, 
cooperate by advising just exactly what he could offer at 
that price. 

I am sure that most breeders and sellers of bulls are 
sincere in their sales offerings, though they do not always 
know themselves what constitutes real good breeding, as 
some breeders consider records of greater value than a 
combination of records and type. 

During the past six years I have found but one party 
who was very explicit in his original inquiry and who set 
forth all the detail covering the type of bull desired, the 
blood lines and general information regarding his herd. 
That breeder happened to have grades that were very well 
bred and the chances are that his herd was a lot better 
than a great many pure-bred herds, so far as production 
and type. 

In going over many of these old inquiries I find that 
all too often the buyer expects show type and the finest 
production lines and is willing to pay $65.00 up to $100.00. 
These breeders overlook the fact that “the recollection of 
quality remains large after the price is forgotten”. What 
an awakening many of them have when the daughters of 
these cheap bulls come along later. 

I have gotten so that when I get a letter from a breed- 
er just saying, ‘“‘Read your ad. in The World, please quote 
price and send information regarding your calves’, that 
if I go back at him and draw out of him something about 
his line of breeding and the sort of herd that he has, then 
I can expect a satisfied customer in event that we make a 
sale. 

I have in my files a good many letters from men that I 
sold bull calves to and they all tell how well pleased they 
are with the animals, etc. 

The World could prepare a useful service by putting 
forth effort that will teach prospective buyers how to make 
an inquiry for a bull calf.

COMING’S DISCUSSES NORTON SURVEY 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Through the courtesy of Supt. H. W. Norton, I have re- 
ceived a copy of the report on his investigation of the ef- 
fect my plan would have on the classifying of A. R. S. O. 
records. 

I would like to present my views to the breeders on the 
facts brought out by this report. Our Advance Registry 
system is a free service to the breeders making A. R. 
tests. This expense is borne by the Association from its 
funds received from its membership of over 30,000 
breeders. 

It seems from Supt. Norton’s report that less than 1% 
of our breeders are deriving any direct benefit from A. R. 
S. O. testing. 

To me it seems that this fact alone should make us con- 
sider serious whether our present classifications are meet- 
ing the needs of a majority of our breeders. 

With a large part of our breeders, the breeding of pure- 
bred stock is a side line in their farming operations, with 
the producing of milk and farm crops as the main opera- 
tions. A study of the methods of handling dairy cows by 
our best dairy farmers doing C. T. A. work shows that our 
present clssifications do not meet the needs of the practical 
dairyman ‘or breeder.

I have recently consulted with the Wisconsin and New 
York Agricultural College authorities in charge of Cow 
Testing Association work. From their replies it would 
seem that it is rather common practice among the better 
C. T. A. members to milk cows 3 or 4 times a day during 
winter months for a period from 3 to 5 months in length, 
from November to April or from the close of fall to the 
beginning of spring work. 

To illustrate the handicap a cow is under that is milked 
ou A. R. S. O. test under conditions practical for the aver. 
age breeder let us consider a few examples. 

A cow milked 150 days, 4 times daily with the balance 
of the 305-day test on 2 times a day milking would have 
only 910 milkings, but would be recorded in Classification 
A though her number of milkings are 310 less than the 
number allowed in Classification A; and 50 less than the 
number allowed in Classification B. 


A cow milking 150 days, 3 times daily with the balance 
of the 305-day test on 2 times a day milking would have 
only 760 milkings but would be recorded in Classification 
B though her number of milkings are 155 less than the 
number allowed in Classification B. 


Where a cow is carried on extra milkings only 3 months 
which I believe would be more nearly the usual practice 
in C. T. A. work the difference is very much larger. This 
would also be tue if tests were for the full year. For 
example: 

A cow milked 4 times daily for 90 days with the bal- 
ance of the 305-day test on 2 times a day milking would 
have only 790 milkings but would be recorded in Classi- 
fication A, though her number of milkings are 430 less 
than the number allowed in Classification A and 170 milk- 
ings less than the number allowed in Classification B. 

A cow milked 3 times daily for 90 days and the bal- 
ance of the 365-day test on 2 times a day milking would 
have only 820 milkings but would be recorded in Classifi- 
cation B and the same as is allowed in Classification C. 

It is clear from the work of our C. T. Association that 
breeders do not find it practical to milk cows more than 
twice daily in the spring and summer. 

Our present A. R. S. O. classifications put cows under 
a great handicap when their records made under condi- 
tions practical to the general farm are compared with the 
records made by cows milked either 3 or 4 times daily 
through the entire test period as our present rules provide. 

It is clear from Supt. Norton’s report that even among 
the breeders testing in A. R. S. O. classifications, there is 
not any one method with regard to milking that is accept- 
ed by all. Of the 1,110 classification A records examined 
we are not informed how many milked 4 times daily 
through the entire period, but there were 30 of these rec- 
ords made with the cows milked a less number of times 
than is allowed in Classification B. Also of the 828 Classi- 
fication B records examined, we are not informed how 
many were milked 3 times daily through the entire period, 
but there were 5 of these records made with cows milked 
not more than 90 extra milkings above a straight 2 times a 
day milking. 

My plan would allow each breeder to handle _ this 
problem of how he should milk his cows without any re- 
strictions except that he keep within the required number 
of milkings. 

If he considered it best to test under the present rules. 
my plan would put no obstacle in his way, and he would be 
free to do so. 

IT object very much to the idea that we should allow this 
question to be decided against my plan, simply because 90 
breeders now testing favor the present plan or because 86 
breeders favor a straight classification plan. 

As I stated before, these breeders represent less than 
1% of our breeders and furthermore there is nothing about 
my plan that will prevent them from continuing the plan 
of testing that they are at present following. 

It does not seem reasonable to me to decide that be- 
cause this small number of breeders are satisfied with the 
present system that we can have no system adapted to 
the needs of the great majority of breeders who carry on 
their own farms and who at present are doing very little 
A. R. S. O. testing. 

In this county (Chenango) we have about 190 members 
of our National Association with many fine herds of pure- 
breds. Of these herds mv own is the onlv one doing A. 
R. S. O. testing. though around 25 herds are in C. T. Asso- 
ciations. T have had several of these breeders testing in 
C. T. A. tell me that they would take up Classification B 
testing if thev were allowed to milk 4 times daily during 
the winter months. 
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Our directors have made many changes to encourage 
more testing and I am sure that this change is worth- 
while in order to make our system of A. R. S. O. testing 
more adaptible to general farm operations.

TESTING CLASSIFICATIONS DISCUSSED 
Breeders’ Views on 7-Day Test—Comings’ Plan, etc., 
Presented 


The Comings plan is best suited where the breeder is 
interested in making 7-day test, as a certain percentage of 
cows will not always make the best 7-day record before 
the 45-day period expires. However, should the seven- 
day division be discontinued, the straight classification 
would undoubtedly be the plan which would give the truest 
meaning to the various Classifications. Inasmuch as there 
is such a close relation, between the two, and that there 
is talk about discontinuing short-time tests, why not have 
a decision on questionnaires No. 4 and No. 5 (7-day test) 
pefore making a change in plan of classification? That 
would seem to be the logical way to prevent a plan being 
adopted now, only to be changed again later on should 
short-time tests be discontinued.

Her only 
daughter to fail to make a record of 
at least 600 lbs. fat is her oldest 
daughter, Wisconsin Fobes 2d, who 
was never tested since her two-year- 
old form when she made a record of 
589.8 lbs. fat. This daughter, although 
not an especially high producer her- 
self, has a daughter with 986.9 lbs.

The A. J. King Estate Sale 


On April 21, at Grandview, Missouri, 
the well Known herd of the late A. J. 
King passed into the hands of forty- 
four breeders in Missouri, Kansas 
and Iowa, a total of 118 head selling 
for $22,352.50, or an average of 
$189.42. W. H. Mott, Herington, 
Kansas, who ably managed the sale, 
writes as follows concerning this 
event of nation-wide interest: “The 
day of the sale was perfect and the 
setting in the big tent on the east 
side of the big round barn at Grand- 
view Farm was complete. According 
to our estimate, 400 people were 
present from ten of the southwest 
states and from Central America and 
China. I do not need to tell you that 
the bidding was snappy and fast when 
you know that we sold the cattle in 
five hours, all in single lots with the 
exception of two small groups.’ Com- 
menting further on the results of this 
sale, Mr. Mott says “To my mind this 
sale does not indicate that the dairy 
business in this secticn of the country 
has suffered to any great extent from 
the slump in butterfat prices. It has 
been a number of years since we have 
had a sale to compare with it.” The 
selling force included J. E. Mack, Ft. 
Atkinson, Wis., Boyd Newcom of 
Witchita, Kansas and Fred Ball, El 
Reno, Okla. 


The average of just a shade under 
$190 is indeed very satisfactory when 
it is considered that of the 118 head 
sold 52 were yearlings and heifer 
calves and 25 young bulls. Twenty- 
one were young bulls from untested 
dams, these averaging $144.88, rang- 
ing in price from $65 up to $325. 
Three young bulls from long-time 
tested dams averaged $321.56 ($285 to 


$380) and two from 7-day record 
dams brought $105 and $127.50 re- 
spectively. The females under two 


years consisted of 47 from untested 
dams averaging $154.68 ($60 to $375), 
three from 7-day record dams averag- 
ing $125 ($60 to $210) and two from 
long-time record dams_ averaging 
$171.25 ($147.50 to $195). Forty milk- 











ing females passed under the hammer 


of which three with — short-time 
records (two with calves by side) 
averaged 346.66 ($175-$400), three 


from long-time record dams averaging 
$188 ($155-210); nine untested them- 
selves but from dams with records, 
five with calves by side, averaged 
337.50 ($165-$720), and twenty-five 
females untested and from dams with- 
out records, four with calves by side, 
averaged $218.30 ($115 to $305). 
Among the bull offerings was in- 
cluded Billy Homestead De Kol, All- 
American junior yearling in 1926, who 
went to the State Hospital at Parsons, 
Kansas, for $350. This well known 
prize winner, now past five years old, 
comes of Hazelwood breeding through 
his sire, while his dam is an untested 


daughter of Sir Bessie Fobes Tri- 
tomia. Twin yearling bulls, born 
August 9, 1928, sired by Billy Home- 


stead De Kol and out of the famous 
All-American prize winner, Jennie De 
Kol Segis Walker (527:87 lbs. in 305 
days as a two-year-old), brought $300 
and $380, going to H. J. Meierkord, 
Linn, Kansas, and C. E. Hart, Nor- 
walk, Iowa, respectively. The Shaw- 
nee Dairy Co., Kansas City, Missouri, 
secured a two-year-old show son of 
Berylwood Prince Johanna Segis (by 
Prince Aaggie of Berylwood) and out 
of Hazelwood Heilo Fobes Queen, un- 
tested, for $325. Most of the young 
bulls sold, while practically all from 
untested dams, were sired by Billy 
Homestead De Kol, Berylwood Prince 
Johanna Segis, and a son of Triune 
Ormsby Piebe 4th. 

The high figure of the sale was 
paid for Miss Ormsby Triune Star 
Belle, who sold to Fred Schell, Liber- 
ty, Missouri, one of the good buyers 
of the tops, for $720. She is a four- 
year-old, a noted prize winner in past 
years, sired by Triune Ormsby Piebe 
4th, a prize winning son of Triune 
Ormsby Piebe on the southwest cil- 
cuits of a few years ago. Her dam, 
Crescent Beauty Star Belle, with 4

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Abortion Questions Answered 
(Continued from page 8) 


ures may he take to protect his herd? The primary aim 
of all his efforts should be to keep the susceptible animals 
away from the spreaders. The susceptible animal is the 
one, not yet infected, which has reached breeding age. 
Those which are pregnant are especially susceptible. Any 
reactor may become a spreader but the cow near calving 
time is particularly dangerous to her associates. The 
practice of using maternity stalls apart from the milking 
barn and of disinfecting the stall thoroughly after each 
cow vacates it will greatly limit the spread of the infec- 
tion. Pasturing the heifers apart from the mature ani- 
mals will often protect the former, and this is an essen- 
tial principle of good herd management. Calves that take 
raw milk from reacting cows, even though they seldom ac- 
quire permanent infection, often are temporary spread- 
ers and should not be allowed the liberty of the dairy barn. 


32. Is there natural immunity to infectious abortion? 
Yes. Some cows cannot be infected by ordinary methods 
of exposure. When exposed after being bred, they become 
low reactors, temporarily, but they rapidly overcome the 
infection and soon cease to be carriers or reactors. Un- 
fortunately the percentage of such animals is not high. 


33. Are reacting cows always poor property. No. A 
great many chronic reactors become satisfactory breed- 
ers and milk producers. These animals, however, repre- 
sent the residue of a much larger number, many of which 


have had to be sold because of breeding deficiencies. 


34. Do cows that become infected acquire immunity 
as a result? Strictly speaking very few cows acquire 
complete immunity as a result of natural exposure to the 
disease. A great many acquire tolerance to the infection 
in a degree which prevents actual abortion, but most in- 
fected animals of breeding age become permanent cCar- 
riers of the Bang bacillus and permanent reactors. 


35. If tolerance as a result of infection actually exists 
why not depend on it and maintain a herd resistant to the 
disease? This is exactly what breeders have been doing 
for several decades but they still have Bang abortion 
disease in their herds; it still exacts its heavy tolls, and 
the reacting cows still infect the heifers. Another trouble 
is that a high percentage of infected cows become sterile 
instead of developing the desired tciarance. 


36. Is vaccination effective; As vaccination has been 
employed it has not been effective. There seems to be 
little doubt that is immunizes some animals, but it also 
infects others and it often fails in its immunizing effect. 
There are ligitimate doubts whether the good it does 
balances the harm that attends its use. The objections to 
it are that it perpetuates infection in a herd; it causes 
all treated animals to react temporarily or permanently, 
thus lowering their sale value and rendering impossible 
eradication methods based on the agglutination test. Fi- 
nally, it is a doubtful palliative measure constantly offered 
as a substitute for other methods of control known to be 
successful. 


37. Is there any cure or preventive for Bang abortion 
disease? No. Many preventives and cures gain a wide 
reputation because they are usually used when the abor- 
tion rate in a given herd has been very high and is about 
to recede even in the absence of treatment. The same 
statement applies to vaccination as well. 


38. Does douching the uterus of the cow aid in the 
control of Bang abortion disease? As a means of clean- 
ing the individual cow and placing her in condition to 
breed it is of very great value when carefully done. In 
determining which cases need such treatment and in 
applying it effectively the services of a skilled veterin- 
arian are required. It has very little influence on the 
cow to cow spread of Bang abortion disease, and it is 
not recommended as a routine treatment for every female 
in a herd. 


39. Do cows recover from Bang abortion disease? 
There is every evidence that they do. Recoveries are 
frequent in animals that have not reached breeding age 
but relatively rare in females that once have become 
pregnant and high reactors as well. 


40. May recovered animals safely be placed in clean 
herds? The work to date strongly indicates that they 
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may, provided they have shown several clean tests and 
provided the animals are not pregnant when introduced 
into the clean herds. Because of their relatively effective 
immunity such animals will usually do as well in an in- 
fected group as in a clean one. Therefore it is seldom 
necessary to return them to the clean unit. 


41. Is it possible to sell Bang abortion disease out of 
a herd? Yes, but only by using the agglutination test as’ 
the basis for the sales. Selling only the cows that acty. 
ally abort, which seems to be the usual practice, is almost 
never successful. This is because a cow may calve at 
term and actually be infected and just as dangerous a 
spreader as the one which aborts. In other words selling 
only the aborters removes just a portion of the cows which 
are capable of spreading the infection to their associates, 

42. Why does Bang abortion disease sometimes appear 
suddenly in herds to which no animals have recently 
been added? Chronic reactors sometimes remain for years 
in a herd without showing marked outward evidence of 
being infected. These animals are carriers of the germs, 
which are localized in the lymph glands, in the udder, 
or elsewhere in the body. When one of these individuals 
becomes a true spreader, particularly at calving time, the 
ground is prepared for an “abortion storm” among her 
associates.

The late Neil Sangster, Ormstown, 
Que., was for many years previous to 
his death in March last, regarded as 
one of the outstanding figures in Hol- 
stein breeding circles throughout Can- 
ada. He was one of those who had 
unbounded faith in dairying and the 
future of the pure bred cattle indus- 
try always appealed to him. Highly 
esteemed in life and honored in 
death, he played a part in the breed- 
ing and development of Holstein cat- 
tle that will ever remain a landmark 
in this country. 


The Pleasant Valley herd in which 
the late Mr. Sangster took so much 
pride brought him both pleasure and 
profit.

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According to tentative plans Agri- 
cultural Credit Corporation will have 
a representative on the train who will 
make arrangements for financing pur- 
chases made by responsible buyers.

Recognition. “A distinction and honor

“The Substation herd is proving to 
be very prolific recently in that four 
healthy heifer calves (twins) were 
born to two cows in less than one 
This condition appears to be

Dwight Farm Grade Holstein Pro- 
duces 102.2 Lbs. of Fat in March. 
According to the report of Alton 
Stark, tester for the Richland County 
Testing Association, a grade 
Holstein cow owned by the Dwight 
Farm of Dwight, N. D., produced 2,016 
Ibs. of milk and 102.8 lbs. of butter- 
fat in March, thus leading not only 
the Richland County Association but 
the entire Association cows of North 
Dakota for that month. According to 
A. M. Challey, the live-wire County 
Agent of Richland County, who visited 
the Dwight Farm, this cow was milk- 
ing more in the early part of April 
than when her test was taken by the 
cow tester on the regular March 
visit. 


This is a great record and we hope 
to see this cow continue at a high 
rate of production. 

A pure bred Holstein herd of 6 cows 
owned by J. C. Schultz of Kenmare, 
Ward County, led all herds in the 
state for March with an average of 
1,712 pounds of milk and 47.9 pounds 
of fat. Greater Grand Forks was the 
state for March with an average 866 
lbs. of milk and 31 pounds of fat. 
while Stutsman county was second 
with 727 pounds of milk and 28 pounds 
of fat.

Carnation Ormsby Wayne 1203365, 
bred and developed by Carnation Milk 
Farms, Seattle, Wash., has completed 
the most sensational record ever turn- 
ed out by a junior two-year-old of 
any breed. She completed her first 
365 days at the age of 2 years, 2 mo., 
9 days, with 28,186.5 lbs. milk con- 
taining 924.95 lbs. fat or 1,156.19 Ibs. 
butter, according to figures from the 
farms and of course subject to official 
verification. This is 1,426 lbs. milk 
ahead of the former World’s Record 
for this class, long held by the Bridg- 
ford heifer in California, Woodbine 
Rosa Prilly, with 26,759.6 lbs., a daugh- 
ter of King Segis Alcartra Prilly. The 
butter record of the new milk cham- 
pion is fourth highest in this class, 
two of the three heifers ranking ahead 
of her for butter also being Carnation 
heifers of very much the same blood 
lines as this heifer. As Carnation 
Ormsby Wayne ranks first in her class 
for milk and fourth for fat, she is 
also entitled to the World’s Record 
for combined milk and fat, second 
place in this respect being held joint- 
ly by the other two Carnation heifers 
just mentioned—Carnation Walker 
Hazelwood, ranking first for fat and 
fifth for milk, and Pauline America 
Shadford, ranking third for fat and 
third for milk, The former iis a 
daughter of Segis Walker Matador and 
the latter a granddaughter of Mata- 
dor Segis Walker, both with a strong 
Hazelwood cross. The new champion 
is a granddaughter of Segis Walker 
Matador with a Hazelwood cross, 
which means that all three are bred 
practically in the same lines. 

The figures for her first 365 days, 
however, tell only a small part of the 
story of Carnation Ormsby Wayne. 
We are told that on her first day on 
test. she produced only 59 lbs. milk, 
and on her 366th day she made the 
astonishing production of 85.4 lbs. 
milk, which was the best day of her 
entire year. Not only that, but this 
366th day was also her highest for fat 
percentage with better than four per 
cent. She will accordingly be contin- 


ued on test for at least another two 
weeks, and although she averaged 75 
Ibs. milk a day for her first month, 
the production during her thirteenth 
month is likely to be enough larger 
to increase materially the figures 
quoted above. Her test is also so 
much higher now than during the 
early part of the year that she has 
a chance of going into third place 
for fat, her present figures being with- 
in eight pounds of fat of third place. 


The Carnation people have sent us 
a report showing her daily milk pro- 
duction from March 1, 1930, to April 
23, 1930—almost the last 54 days of 
her year—during which time she av- 
eraged over 79 lbs. During April 1930 
she only once fell below 75 lbs. in a 
day and had three days from 80 to 
over 81 lbs. During the first 23 days 
of May 1930 she had only two days 
below 79 lbs., none below 77 lbs. and 
twelve days from 80 to 84.3 lbs. and 
on April 23, as stated above, she came 
back with 85.4 lbs. with 4% test. Her 
52nd week she was run on strictly of- 
ficial test, making a record of over 26 
Ibs. butter from about 570 lbs. milk. 
Her best seven consecutive days for 
milk, starting April 16, 1930, total 
574.7 lbs., a figure which she may in- 
crease during the next weeks follow- 
ing this report. Attention should also 
be called to the fact that her year 
record was practically fifty times this 
high week. The new 28,000-lb. junior 
two-year-old is one of the daughters 
of Matador Segis Ormsby, a Carna- 
tion herd sire whose likeness appeared 
on our front cover last week, in which 
issue there was a brief outline of his 
accomplishments as a sire. The Car- 
nation people consider him potentially 
a greater bull than his sire, Segis 
Walker Matador, nineteen of whose 
twenty-two yearly tested daughters 
have records above 1,000 lbs. The 
dam of Matador Segis Ormsby is a 
1,218-lb. show daughter of a wonder- 
ful 1,241-lb. Hazelwood cow, giving 
him the Matador-Hazelwood combina- 
tion that Merton Moore of Carnation 
calls the “right cross.” 











Of the ten or more daughters of 
this sire now on test at Carnation, 
perhaps the most sensational is Car- 
nation Ormsby Parthenea, a noted 
grand champion of the past several 
show seasons. She freshened late in 
February as a second calf senior 
three-year-old, milked over 79 lbs. on 
March 1, dropped back to 72 lbs. on 
March 2, averaged over 85 lbs. for 
the next two days and has not dropped 
below 90 lbs. in a day since. On 
March 13 she hit 100 lbs. for the first 
time and has not since fallen below 
that figure. During the week start- 
ing March 17, she milked from 111 to 
117 lbs. each day, the following week 
from 121 to 129 lbs., hit 130 lbs. on 
April 1, and had five days above 130 
lbs. during that week, with a total 
production for the week starting April 
2, of 916.4 lbs. milk, which is far ahead 
of anything ever before produced by 
any heifer under full age and which 
has been equalled by only three or 
four aged cows in history. For the 
month starting March 24, she never 
once milked under 120 lbs. and for 
the period from March 27 to April 23, 
inclusive, she never failed to milk 
at least 125 lbs. in a day. Her total 
for her best thirty days is 3,833.8 lbs., 
which figure has been exceeded by 
only two other cows according to of- 
ficial reports—both mature cows, May 
Echo Sylvia and Side Hill Ormsby Se- 
gis. Of course it is possible that Se- 
gis Pietertje Prospect, the only 37,- 
000-lb. cow, may have exceeded this 
figure in some period of thirty con- 
secutive days during her semi-official 
test, although we do know that she 
did not do it in any single calendar 
month. Carnation Ormsby Parthenea 
is likely to increase this wonderful 
record for thirty days’ production as 
she was still milking 126 lbs. a day 
at the end of the period considered. 


3ut these two record-breaking 
daughter of Matador Segis Ormsby 
do not begin to tell the story of what 
this sire is doing in the Carnation 
herd. His oldest daughter there has 
438 lbs. butter from 9,625 lbs. milk in

Friesian Association of Canada) dec

The general offices of the Holstein- 
Friesian Association, Brantford, Ont. 
have been handling a deluge of mail 
from all over Canada during the past 
four months—applications for regis- 
try—transfers—Advanced Registra- 
tion—general correspondence. Apart 
from the heads of the various Depart- 
ments, a big clerical staff finds steady 
employment in handling the work of 
the largest live stock breed organiza- 
tion in Canada, now doing a business 
amounting to approximately 100,000.00 
a year. At present, and for some 
time past, the registration passing 
through the office have been averag- 
ing about one hundred and twenty a 
day. 

The Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada, through its Extension De- 
partment, has at the present time five 
feldmen employed in various parts 
of Canada—Messrs. Walter S. Dickie, 
in the Maritimes; R. P. Charbonneau, 
in Quebec; R. M. Holtmy in Ontario; 
Osborne L. Sager in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan; Harold L. Steves in 
British Columbia and Alberta. These 
representatives in promoting and 
looking after the general interests of 
the breed in their respective districts 
are rendering a valuable service in 
building up herds of better type and 
quality. 

The C. P. R. Demonstration Farm, 
Strathmore, Alta., has just finished 
six highly creditable records in the 
R. O. P. with two and three-year-old 
Holstein heifers, one of each age pro- 
ducing for more than sufficient to 
qualify for a place in the 20,000 Ib. 
list of cows. All of the heifers, ex- 
cepting one of the two-year-olds, were 
bred by the C. P. R. Farm and of 
singular importance is the fact that 
two of the three-year-olds made their 
records in the 305 day division. The 
leader in the group, Strathmore 
Pauline Fairchild, a three-year-old, in 
the 365 day division produced 23,563 
Ibs. milk and 1,073.75 lbs. butter with 
an average test of 3.65% fat.

ages of 13,245 lbs. milk and 568.47 lbs. 
butter on twice-a-day milking with all 
but two in the 305 day division. 

The mature cow, Clara Abbekerk 
Hartog, bred by F. I. Burrill, Burges- 
ville, Ont., led her class with 18,091 
Ibs. milk and 730 lbs. butter in the 
365 day division, her stable mate, 
Gypsie Fayne Rell, standing a close 
second with 15,608 lbs. milk and 685 
Ibs. butter produced in the 305 day 
division, her average test 3.51% fat. 

The leading four-year-old heifer, 
Inglebrae Lady Jemima, bred by Wm. 
A. Kelly, Rodney, Ont., produced in 
305 days 12,596 lbs. milk and ‘538.75 
lbs. butter, while the three-year-old, 
Calamity Keyes Lady, bred by John 
J. Innes, Stratford, Ont., gave in the 
365 day division 15,738 lbs. milk and 
650 lbs. butter. 

One of the two-year-olds, Calamity 
Echo Faforit, bred by the owners, in 
the 305 day division gave 11,476 lbs. 
milk and 531.25 lbs. butter, her aver- 
age test for the lactation period being 
3.70% fat. All the -above records 
were made on twice-a-day milking. 

Sir Francy Mercena Burke, famous 
All-American winner heading Crystal 
Spring Farm herd of Holstein cattle 
owned by D. A. McPhee, Vankleek 
Hill, Ont., is now a qualified bull, 
five of his daughters recently having 
been granted certificates in the Re- 
cord of Performance, the highest pro- 
duction credited to the two-year-old 
heifer, Tiny Mercena of Crystal 
Spring, with a record of 15,022 lbs. 
milk and 666.25 lbs. butter, her aver- 
age test for the year being 3.55% fat. 

Honourable T. A. Crerar, new 
Federal Minister of Railways and 
Canals who breeds Holstein cattle on 
his Manitoba farm at Clandeboye, has 
recently developed a 17,500 lb. four- 
vear-old heifer through official testing 
in the Record of Performance. This 
young cow, Etta Posch Korndyke, 
milked for 348 days produced in her 
last lactation period 17,502 lbs. milk 
and 786.25 lbs. butter with an average 
test of 3.59% fat. In the same herd, 
her stable mate Segis Clothilde Posch, 
also a four-year-old, produced in 272 
days 12,197 lbs. milk and 562.50 Ib. 
butter with an average test of 3.69% 
fat.

The calf is des- 
cribed as very promising in type as 
well as being of record-breaking size. 
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Tuberculosis Free Calves 


By L. W. NOLTE, American Dry Milk Institute, Inc., Chicago 


The rapid progress of tuberculosis 
eradication work in the dairy industry 
is a matter of gratification to every- 
one, yet there are times when the 
control methods seem very nearly 
heartless. Good cows are costly and 
when a high producer of a pedigreed 
line becomes infected with the dread 
“white plague,’ her destruction be- 
comes a small tragedy. To eliminate 
the diseased animals without destroy- 
ing the priceless blood lines which 
they represent would seem to be im- 
possible. Yet this has been done, 
and on so large a scale as to prove 
the absolute reliability of the method. 

The outstanding demonstration of 
the practicability of this method is 
the case of the Millbrae Dairy in Cali- 
fornia. This dairy has been furnish- 
ing milk to San Francisco for over 
fifty years and its 1,500 Holsteins 
comprise a herd- of which anyone 
might be proud, 

A few ago, this famous herd 
became heavily infected with tuber- 
culosis and in 1921 78% of the cows 
reacted to the Tuberculin test. Many 
years of careful breeding had come to 


years 


naught—hundreds of valuable cows 
must be destroyed. Certainly the 
owners were faced with something 
lisastrous. 

Suddenly same a ray of hope. The 
theory was propounded that the dis- 
ease could not be inherited and that 


by taking the new born calves away 
from the cows it would be possible to 
raise a disease free animal from an 
infected mother. 

Would it be possible to prevent the 
intection? Could the calves be raised 
if they were taken away from the 
cows at birth? Could those valuable 
blood lines be saved? These, and 
Many other questions, were asked— 
and the succeeding years have given 
an answer. 

Today the Milbrae herd is disease 
free, the cows are the direct de- 
scendants of the T. B. cows who made 


vet 


the situation seem so hopeless eight 
years ago. 
The system which proved so suc- 


cessful and which is still in use today 
because of its economy is as follows: 

Cows calve at pasture, or in corrals; 
of course these are California climatic 


conditions, and shelter would be 
necessary in other regions. However, 
cleanliness is the chief consideration. 


Calves dropped at night are taken 
up the following evening while those 
dropped during the day remain with 
heir mothers overnight and are taken 


up the next evening. At first the 
calves were taken up immediately, 
but it was found that the calves must 
have some colostrum, and then the 
hazardous practice of leaving the 
calves with the cows until 12 to 36 
hours old was adopted. Time has 
proved that the method is safe, al- 
though 48 hours is the danger line. 
As soon as the calves are taken up 
they are removed to a place several 
miles from any infected cattle and 
no one who handles T. B. cattle is 


allowed on the calf ranch. 
After 


12 hours separation the calf 


is fed on whole pasteurized milk 
from the home ranch, a pint at 7 a. m. 
and a pint at 4 p, m.—this amount 
varying according to the size of the 
calf. The feed is gradually increased 
and by the fifth day it is doubled. 
Then in three more days it is doubled 


again. At this time a handful of fine- 
ly ground grain is placed in the 
bottom of the bucket after the milk 
is gone in order to teach the calf to 
eat dry grain and to prevent bad 
sucking habits. 

Most of the calves get five weeks 
on the whole milk, then the milk is 
gradually diluted with water for a 
few days and when the calf has ad- 


justed itself to the watery milk it is 
immediately changed to a mixture of 
reconstituted dry skim milk, linseed 
meal, and ground oats in proportion 
of 1 part dry skim milk, 1 part ground 
oats, 1 part linseed meal, and 9 parts 
water. The actual ration for forty 
calves for a day is 16 lbs. dry skim 
milk, 17 lbs. linseed meal, and 16% 
lbs. finely ground oats. At first only

Breeders Wanted 
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CARE FOLLOWING WEANING 


While the first six months is an 
important period in the life of heifers, 
it is desirable to get them beyond the 
weaning period, where they use dry 
rations entirely, with as little dis- 
turbance as possible, There is every- 
thing to be gained in bringing them 
to this point in good health and with 
approximately the gain in weight 
they should possess. Positively 
stunted calves are difficult to bring to 
full-sized cows and anything short of 
that will be discriminated against by 
critical buyers. This is just about 
the poorest time the world has known 
to rear an unpromising cow. 

However, if the calf was well bred 
and has been brought to the weaning 
period successfully, a relatively small 
amount of consistent attention will 
finish the job satisfactorily. Remem- 
ber that the cheap gains are put on 
at an early age. That means to feed 
nutritious hay and grain well up to 
the heifer’s capacity right from the 
first. 

There is a tendency to neglect 
heifers after milk feeding ceases, es- 
pecially when they are turned out to 
pasture. As a rule, only fall-born 
calves should be pastured the summer 
following. Short grass, heat, flies, 
and lack of water are fatal to growth 
in heifers. They should be provided 
clean quarters, with water and _ suit- 
able dry grain mixtures. A run on 
good quality pasture at night or green 
feed supplied at the barn is excellent.

YEARLY REPORT OF THE OGLE 
COUNTY DAIRY HERD IMPROVE- 
MENT ASSOCIATION 
The Ogle County Dairy Herd Im- 
provement Association has completed 
its eighth year. The average for the 
twenty herds that completed the 
years work is 9,851 pounds of milk 
and 346.2 pounds of butterfat. Last 
year the average for the association 
was 9,163 pounds of milk and 322.5 
pounds of butterfat. The 359 cows on 
test returned an average of $102.34 

profit above their feed cost. 

Dairying is the largest and most 
profitable branch of agriculture, but 
in order to keep this industry at the 
top several things should be done. 
The quality of dairy products must be 
improved. Another way is to use 
more dairy products in your home. 
The greatest need however in the 
dairy industry is to increase the ef- 
ficiency of the average cow. Of the 
22,000,000 dairy cows in the United 
States, 400,000 are now in Dairy Herd 
Improvement Associations. The aver- 
age production of these cows is about 
6,077 pounds of milk and 248 pounds 
of butterfat, while the average cow 
produces 4,000 pounds of milk and 
160 pounds of fat. High producing 
cows are more economical in the use 
of feed. A record of more than 
100,000 individual cow records shows 
that cows producing 9,000 pounds of 
milk per year did not eat twice as 
much as cows producing 4,500 lbs. 
Instead they ate forty per cent more 
in dollars’ worth of feed per cow to 
produce twice as much milk and 
butterfat. 

Mr. J. W. Hemingway has the high 
herd for the year. His herd of pure 
bred Holsteins averaged 12,326 


pounds of milk and 438.8 pounds of 
butterfat, 


Mr. Hemingway’s herd is 
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a very good example of what con- 
tinued testing does for a dairy herd 
improvement association member. 
The first year they averaged 8,750 lbs. 
of milk and 294.2 lbs. of fat. The 
second year 10,325 pounds of milk and 
363.0 pounds of fat. The third year 
11,325 pounds of milk, and 400.5 
pounds of fat. The fourth year 
13,009 pounds of milk and 463.4 
pounds of fat. The fifth year 11,955 
pounds of milk and 435.9 pounds of 
fat. The sixth year 13,156 pounds of 
milk and 469.9 pounds of fat. The 
seventh year 11,712 pounds of milk 
and 402.6 pounds of fat. The last 
year 438.8 pounds of fat and 12,326 
pounds of milk, 

Rock River Farms have a herd 
average for 90 cows of 422.7 pounds 
of fat from 12,231 pounds of milk. 
With milk figured at $1.90 per cwt. 
the average return above feed cost 
was $116.65 per cow, a return of $2.00 
for each dollar invested in feed. This 
registered Holstein herd produced 
butterfat at an average cost of 27 
cents per pound and mitk at 95 cents 
per cwt. The average age of the herd 
is four years and eight months. Dur- 
ing eight months of the year, eighteen 
of these cows were milked three 
times daily and the balance twice, 
and during the remaining four months 
about thirty were milked three times 
and a very few four times a day. Al- 
most every animai in the herd was 
bred at Rock River Farms. 

Elmer Hoover’s herd of 13 pure 
bred Holsteins produced 11,325 
pounds of milk and 406.0 pounds of 
fat. This herd returned their owner 
$135.30 above the cost of feed. 

George Getzendaner & Sons herd 
of pure bred Holsteins produced 
10.744 pounds of milk and _ 386.8 
pounds of fat. 

There were 26 cows in the associa- 
tion that produced over ‘ive hundred 
pounds of fat. Rock River Farms 
have 22 of these five hundred pound 
COWS. Elmer Hoover has one cow 
that produced 512.9 pounds of fat. 
Lee M. Gentry has two pure bred 
Holstein cows, one produced 560.3 
pounds of fat, and the other 504.0 
pounds of fat. George Getzendaner 
& Sons have one cow that produced 
504.2 pounds of fat. Ralph Thomas’ 
grade cow Blossom produced 515.9 
lbs.
